18.0 acres of stock have been officially inspected 
and passed in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act of April 21, 1937, P. L. 318. 


Permission is hereby granted this nurseryman to 
sell, deliver or transport nursery stock during the 
year ending September 30, 1951; provided that 
a tag on which an exact copy of this certificate 
is printed must be attached to each package, box, 
bale, truckload or carload lot of nursery stock 
sold or delivered. 


This Certificate does not cover the requirements 
of any special quarantine or regulation promul- 
gated by the Commonwealth or by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. Furthermore, 
this certificate does not apply to trees obtained 
from the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania or un- 
inspected nursery stock from any source.
